When the public session of the Drey- 


fus court martial was resumed at 9:30 
o'clock this morning there was a stir 


in the audience and considerable curiosity 
was manifested as the name of Captain 
Lebrun-Renault, of the republican guard 
the recipient of the so-called confession 
of Dreyfus was called, and the officer 


walked smartly to the witness box. sa- ' 


luted the court and threw his kepi on 
the table. He then stood at attention 
awaiting question. The president of the 
court, Colonel Jouaust, said: 

“On January id, 1895, the day of the 
prisoner's degradation, you were en- 
trusted with the task of conducting him 
from the Cherche Midi prison to the mil- 
itary school, where he remained some 
time in your charge. Tell the court what 
passed between you and him at that 


time.”’ 
Captain Lebrun-Renault: 
“On Saturday, January 6, 1895, I was ordered 


with my squadron to proceed to the Cherche 
Midi prison and take charge of Dreyfus, who 
was to be degraded at 9 o'clock in one of the 
courtyards of the milf{tary school. Starting 
at 7:15 JI arrived at the place indicated at 
7:45. The cffice of the warrison adivutant was 
pointed out to me as the place to keep the 
prisoner until the hour of the degradation 
parade. He began to protest his innocence 


' and to say that, with consoderable means sat 


his disposal and a bright future in store for 
him, he could have no motive in being guilty 
of treason. He said: 

“Tam innocent. In three years 
my innocence will be acknowledged. 
The minister knows it well. He 
told Du Paty de Clam to tell me so 
some days ago in my cell. He 
knows that if I communicated docu- 


ments to Germany they were of no 


importance, and it was to obtain 
more serious and more important 
documents.’ ”’

Lexington, Ky., August 31.—(Special.)—Ex-Congressman W. C. OwenS, who 
succeeded Colonel W. C. P. Breckinridge to the Ashland district seat, spoke 
here tonight {n opposition to the election of "William Goebel, the regular dem- 
ocratic nominee for governor. It was Owens's first speech since Goebelhad said 
at Bowling Green that his opposition to his election was due to Goebel’s fight 


for a law making gambling a felony. 


He said gambling was Owens’s regular business and this accounted for his 
opposition. Owens characterized Goebel as a ‘‘conscienceless creature,” and 
described in detail his difficulty with John B. Sanford, the noted Kentucky; 
lawyer whom he killed and whose widow is now am inmate of the lunatic 
asylum here, charging that Goebel purposely murdered Sanford and drove his 


widow to a madhouse.

He declared Goebel had lied to Stone, hfs late opponent in the race for the 
nomination, and had cheated the people by securing the nomination with a

‘This is the reason why I oppose his election,” he said, in closing his 
speech.

With him was Senor Despradel from 
Puerto Plata. In their following they 
had all the young men of the city. Gen- 
eral Garrido opened negotiations with 
the government authorities of: Puerto 
Plata looking ,to its instant surrender, 
The city surrendered August 26th. 

The part of the revolutionary army 
besieging the city of Santiago de “Los 
Caballeros demanded its surrender. Its 
officials refused to consider proposals, 
and the revolutionists attacked and cap- 
tured the city. 

Negotiations were opened for a syrren- 
der of the fort. The terms were declined 
and the revolutionary forces attacked 
the fort during the night of August 27th 
and the place was taken by storm. After 
the capture of the fort the officer who 
was in command of the government 
troops entertained the victors. The 
casualties of the revolutionary army 
number one officer and six men wounded. 

Guarantees were given Cordero and VIiII- 
laverde, who are now tranquilly reposing 
at their residences. 

Town Turned Over To Rebels. 

On August 28th General Manuel Cocco, 
government delegate, and Emilio Cordero, 
governor of the district of Puerto Piata, 
who said they were inspired by patriotic 
and humanitarian ideas, turned the city 
over to the municipal council. The coun- 
cil in turn transferred it over to Generals 
Imbert and Juan Gardido and the 
other officers of the revolution. 

The transfer took place in the pres- 
ence of the consular corps, prominent 
citizens and a large number of people. 
Popular demonstrations followed. The 
revolutionary chiefs were complimented 
on their victory and their wish to sus- 
tain the will of the people. The revolu- 
tionarv chiefs eulogized the authorities.

It is due to the unusual large number 
of warships now in course of construc- 
tion, aggregating fifty-four in all classes, 
a total much in excess of the number 
under construction at any previous time 
in the history of the navy. These in-

and several miscellaneous craft, sub- 
marine beats, ete. 
The item of “increase of the navy”’ 


covers the work already authorized and 
now in course of construction. 

Admiral Melville will make estimates 
for new engineering plants, equipment, 
tools, buildings, etc., at Norfolk, Port 
Royal, Port Orehard and Mare island. 
The plans are old and the requirements 
now made on them induce the chief en- 
gineer to recommend the most modern 
appliances and such a remodeling of build- 
ings as will bring them up ‘to date. 

Admiral Endicott, chief of the bureau 
of yards and docks, will recommend two 
more large dry docks on the Atlantic 
seaboard, one at New York and the other 
at Norfolk. The New York dock will 
take the place of the unsatisfactory tim- 
ber docks. Both docks will be of granite 
and concrete and accommodate the 
largest warship. The estimate will be 
about $1,250,000 each. : 

Admiral O'Neill's estimates on armor 
and ordnance will’ be held until his re- 
turn next Monday, as he has been giving 
much personal attention to this important 
item. The price of armor plate will have 
to be settled by congress and a large 
quantity of armor authorized. 

The armor concerns refused to bid on 
the $300 fixed rate as the limit of cost 
by the last congress, so that further icg- 
islation is necessary in order to provide 
for the many ships now nearing comple- 
tion. It is understood Admiral O'Neill 
will recommend no stated figure, but will 
submit a mass of information on the 
cost of armor and will difect his main 
efforts to securing the best class. 

Aside from the bureau estimates, the 
secretary of the navy will prepare such 
estimates as he deems expedient for new 
ships. There is no intimation thus far 
as to what new ships will be recommend- 
ed, but impression prevails in well inform- 
ed naval circles that the secretary wiil 
confine his recommendation to three 6,000 
tons protected cruisers to cost about 
$1,250,000 each. These were recommended 
last year and were the only ships not 
authorized by congress, so that it is 
thought likely the need of them will 
again be presented.

Demange Makes a Point. 

M. Demange asked the witness how he 
could detect confessions in a _ sentence 
containing the words: “I am innocent. 
In three years my innocence will be ac- 
knowledged.”’ 

Captain Lebrun-Renault: 

“It is not for me to recognize the 
inconsistencies of a sentence in 
material fact that docu- 
ments had been communic&ted was 
admitted.

It is possible Captain D’Attelle, whom I 
do not know, or other officers, entered the 
adjoining room.” 

Colonel Jouaust to Captain Lebrun-Re- 
nault: “Did Captain D’Attelle enter the 
rooms you occupied with the accused?” 

Captain Lebrun-Renault: ‘‘Captain D’At- 
telle spent five minutes in one of the 
rooms. Both of them are very small.” 

Dreyfus Repeats His Words. 

Dreyfus—‘'I do not believe Captain D’Attellee 
or any other officer entered the inner room 
I do not remember that any one but Renault 
was present. As regards the words, I will not 
repeat the conversation of Captain Renault, nor 
the words he used. I will confine myself to 
repeating to the court what I said and the 
explanations I had the honor to give. My 
words were as follows: 

‘‘T am innocent and I will ery it aloud to 
the whole people. The minister well knows it.’ 

“I have already explained to the court what 
I meant. It was the reply I had given to 
Colonel Du Paty de Clam when he visited 
me in prison, in the course of which I pro- 
tested that I was innocent. I completed that 
declaration by a letter I wrote to the min- 
ister, re-declaring that I was innocent. Colo- 
nel Du Paty de Clam asked me whether I 
had not given unimportant documents in or- 
der to get more important ones in exchange 
for them. I replied, word for word: ‘Nov 
That I wanted the matt>or cleared up and 
concluded with saying: ‘But before two or 
three years miy innocence would be acknow]- 
edged.’ 

‘The court will understanl] that, 
the state of nervous agitation I naturally found 
myself, I did not fully express what was on 
my mind. 

‘Allow me,’ continued Dreyfus, “‘to express 
the emotion and surprise 1 felt today that 
after five years when I see a witness who, 
hearing such words, beginning with a pro- 
test of innocence reported them to his chiefs 
without asking the most concerned person 
for an explanation of *hem. These are pro- 
ceedings in the face of which all honest peo- 
ple can only express indignation."’ (Great sen- 
sation). 

Captain Anthoine, who was present at 
the degradation of Dreyfus, vas the next 
witness. He testified that on leaving the 
parade ground he met Captain d’Attellee, 
who informed him that Dreyfus had made 
remarks in his presences, the meaning of 
which to his mind clearly was: 

“First, a formal confession that he had 
delivered documents; second, an allega- 
tion that the documents were unim- 
portant; third, that the prisoner's object 
was to obtain more important documents 
in exchanege.”’ 

Guerin Makes His Statement. 

Lieutenant Colonel Guerin, whom Gen- 
eral Saussler ordered to attend the degra- 
dation and report upon it, was next ex- 


amined. He said: 
“Captain Lebrun-Renault, when re- 
lieved from duty, saw me and inime- 
diately began to relate what Dreyfus

M. Demange: ‘So there was no attempt 
to interrogate Dreyfus in regard to the 
alleged confession?” 

Colonel Guerin: “‘The case had passed 
out of the hands of the military authori- 
ties, the prisoner having been hayded 
over to the civil authorities. One of the 
judges asked the witness whether M. 
Weyl, when attached to the army head- 
quarters, had relations with Esterhazy, 
to which Colonel Guerin replied that he 
believed M. Weyl had known Esterhazy 
for a lorg time. 

The judge: “Do you think Bsterhazy 
Knew the prisoner?” 

Colonel Guerin: “I do not Know.” 

Dreyfus here remarked that he never 
knew Esterhazy. 

Major De Mi‘ry, of thé Hussars, testi- 
fled to Captain Anthoine telling him of 
the alleged confession of Dreyfus, 

Renault Was Unnerved. 

Continuing Major De Mitry said to Cap- 
tain Lebrun Renault potnt blank: 

“How is it the confession of Dreyfus 
was not reported to our president and 
premier when you were summoned to the 
‘Elysee ?’’ 

Captain Lebrun ..enault replied: 

“Il did not report it through a kind of 
apprehension because when in the ante- 
room I heard some one say ‘who is this 
gendarme who is betraying professional 
secrets and feeding the press? He might 
smart for such indiscretions.’ 

“I replied: ‘Renault, you have made a 
mistake. In your presence I would have 
told the president.’ ”’ 

When called upon to reply, Dreyfus de- 
cClared he had never said his trial would 
be revised in three years. 

“I do not understand these words,” 
said the prisoner. “‘I should be very grate- 
ful to you, my colonel, tin the interest of 
truth, if youwould make public the letters 
which I wrote to the chief of the head- 
quarters staff. I would then be seen in 
what terms I asked that an investigation 
should be made.”’ 

Major Forseintti, who was governor of 
the Cherche Midi prison while Dreyfus 
was confined there, followed. He testi- 
fied that while in prison Dreyfus also 
seemed to have the bearing of an inno- 
cent man and always asserted his inno- 
cence. The witness added that he told 
General De Boisdeffre that he believed 
Dreyfus was Mnocent. 

Replying to M. Demange, the major 
said Colonel Du Pat de Clam asked him 
to surprise Dreyfus in his sleep in order 
to disturb him and catch him off his 
guard: by throwing the light of a bright 
lamp in his face. | 

The witness also recalled the despair 
of Dreyfus after his conviction and the 
regrets he expresed at not having re- 
signed. Dreyfus, the major said, talked 
of committing suicide. 

When Drevfus rose to reply, he admit- 
ted that after his degradation he intend- 
ed to commit suicide, but he added that 
if he succeeded in enduring the torture 
inflicted in was owing to his wife, who 
made him understand his duty. (Com- 
motion).

UTILIZING OLD TIN CANS. 


A Pittsburg Concern That Turns 
Them Into Good Money. 
From The Pittsburg News 

One the side of the hill overlooking the 
Panhandle railroad, on the south of 
Forbes street, where for a number of 
years the old city garbage furnace was 
located, is an extensive industry, whith 
few people of Pittsburg are cognizant of. 
The labor is practically without a title, 
but could be termed a tin can industry. 
At this place all the tin cans discarded 
by the residents find a resting place, for 
a while at least, or until they are clean- 
ed, rolled, bundled and shipped to east- 
ern cities. They finally Work their way 
back into the households, but in an en- 
tirely different condition and shape than 
when they were first introduced. 

It is estimated that Pittsburg furnishes 
on an average two tons of empty tin 
cans per day. and these are gathcred 
from all over the city among the garbages 
and rubbish by the wagons which are 
constantly on the go, For some years 
the question of disposing of all these cans 
was a vexatious one,and the men who 


gathered them were willing to get rid of | 


them at almost any cost. A few years 
later George Schott, of Thirty-fourth 
street, conceived the idea of utilizing the 
cans, and he began to arrange for the 
work. When the old garbage furnace was 
vacated, some years ago, Mr. Schott 
leased the place, and he was then able 
to go ahead and test the scheme he had 
planned in his mind. For a time the work 
was tedious, and there was very little 
money in it for him and the men who 
helped him. But he soon learned that 
there was an urgent demand for cheap 
tin among the larger manufacturers of 
toys and household articles, and it was 
not a great while until Mr. Schott had 
worked up quite a great trade among 
these manufacturers, and today he is 
supplying them with all the tin of this 
kind that comes from Pittsburg. 

The Pittsburg Reduction Company lifts, 
on an average, two tons of these cans 
every day, and these are taken to the 
present furnace, in Second avenue, where 
Ihey are separated from the garbage. 
After they are separated they are thrown 
into a large pit, and the water is turned 
on them. They are thoroughly washed, 
and then loaded into wagons and takcn 
to where Mr. Schott handles them. When 
the cans reach him they are in fairly 
good condition, and they are dun.ped 
over the hill against his works. The work 
of assorting the cans is then commenced. 
The small cans are separated from the 
larger ones, and the defective ones are 
discarded. Having gone through

hands, the cans are then shoveled into. 
a furnace, the latter having an iron bot- | 
tom, and the rims and bottoms are meited | 
off. The solder from the rim is meited at | 


the same time, and finds its way through 
a hole in the bottom of the furance and 
drops into a pan. Out of about 00 cans, 


which constitute one heating, there is_ 


produced about one 


pound of solder, 


which is worth at present 14 cents. After. 


the cans are thoroughly burned they ire 
taken cut of the furnace and spread 
upon the floor, and the work of assorting 
them is again in order. The ends are 
thrown aside, and the remainder of the 
cans is placed beside a roller, and. after 
all have been handled the work of roll- 
ing them out rae’ commences. After 
being rolled the tin, which is then about 
five inches wide and eight to ten inches 
long, is bundled and tied, and is realy

On investigation by the coroner's jury 
this a‘ternoon, however, Level told sev- 
eral conflicting stories, as did also his 
wife and other negroes who were in 
the house 

The shirt of the dead negro, Henry 
Neely, showed that the shot that killed 
him was fired at close range, as powder 
burns were plainly visible on the shirt | 
and on his skin also. Cards were scat- 
tered about the house and yard and 
there is no question but that the negro 
was killed by Level and his companions 
in a gambling frolic and the whitecaps 
story is a fake. The door of the cabin | 
was shot full of bullet holes, but every | 
shot was the same and ‘corresponded | 
with the one that killed the negro, and 


Level had a pistol that carried the same 
kind of balls. 


The coroner's verdict was sealed, but 
enough is known to Know that Level 
will soon be behind the bars charged 
with the killing. 

People in the neighborhood are .very 
much wrought up over the effort of the 
negroes to charge the killing to white 
people, when every circumstance and all 
the evidence points conclusively to the 
guilt of these negroes. The general be- 
lief is that Level fired the shot that 
kilied the negro.

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The Dreyfus Mystery. 
Though the general public is taking 
great inierest in the Dreyfus case, it 
presents to a great many a sort of mys- 
tery. Has this man been so terribly 
wronged because he is a Jew? ‘The 


privileges and interests of the people, 
they will have to be controlled and 
subdued, or abolished by legislation. 

At this time, the whole matter pre- 
sents itself in an aspect entirely new 
to our experience and alien to our 
commercial history. The modern 
combinations will have to be dealt 
with according to their developments 
‘and operations. It is not strange that 
‘the people, after their experience with 
various forms of monopoly, should 
perceive something sinister and omi- 
nous in the aggregation and combina- 
tion of capital to control the various 
productive industries of the country.

The Porto Rican Scheme. 

That a form of civil government 
should have been devised for the gov- 
ernment of the island of Porto Rico Is 
admitted, but whether the work of 
the commission charged with that duty 
will be satisfactory or not remaing to 
be seen. 

The new scheme is built upon the 
complete disfranchisement of the peo- 
ple of Porto Rico, who will have the 
public expenses to meet, and who are 
supposed to be under training for citi- 
zenship. Every department of the new 
government is to be under control of 
non-residents—carpetbaggers We sed 
to call them in the south—and wher- 
ever Porto Ricans are admitted, it is 
under such circumstances that their 
presence will count for nothing. ‘The 
whole judicial system is to be torn up 
by its roots, thug entailing litigatiqn 
to adapt old conditiong to new which 
will be fruitful of litigation for a cen- 
tury to come. This in opposition to 
the precedent of Louisiana, where the 
I’rench code was permitted to stand, 
with good results. Every institution 
which reaches into the local affairs of 
the people is so provided for that the 
hand of the stranger will be offensive- 
ly prominent. 

It strikes us that some plan might 
be adopted which would render the 
stranger less prominent and build up 
the natives into the active duties of 
citizenship. When every bill collect- 
or needed in the local service of Por- 
to Rico hag to be imported from Mich- 
igan or Wisconsin, it may not be pro- 
ductive of the best results. 

The Porto Ricans are wiser than we 
give them credit for. They can draw 
comfortable salaries with just as much 
dignity as can the office-hunting gen- 
tlemen on the continent. Let ug trust 
them more, and they may make better 
citizens.

The Sherman reserve fund, which we now 
have, is the result of a mere recommen- 
dation by rongress that the secretary of 
the treasury consider $100,000.000 of his 
gold to be a fund of redemption for green- 
backs. This new proposal absolutely sets 
apart a fund for that purpose and secures 
it as a trust for a certain dfinite end. 
The one is a recommendation, the other a 
mandate; the one a declaration of policy, 
the other a substitution of fact. The truth 
is, that until 1893 the present system was 
supposed to be gound, but the financial 
crisis of that year demonstrated in what 
was its weakness. Moreover, that weak- 
ness may in any time of stress again be 
discovered, and the whole vyast super- 
structure of $900,000,00 credit money come 
tumbling to the ground. 

3y the new law such weakness is re- 
enforced. There is always a fund capable 
of redeeming the greenbacks. It cannot 
be encroached upon by the appropriations 
of congress or be lessened by the ex- 


‘penditures of the government in times of 


financial extremity. If congress wants 
money, it will have to get it by an issue 
of bonds or by providing more revenue: 
the temptation is removed 
may be drawn upon. 

On the other hand, the proposed trust 
fund will not operate to contract the cur- 
rency. It ought not to alarm the populist 
brethren. Senator Pettigrew’s recent dec- 
laration that it would cancel the green- 
backs and so dangerously rontract the 
currency cannot be substantiated by any 
rational study of the possibilities.

The winter's session will most likely see 
this new proposal made law. [ts practical 
operation is to put the country upon the 
gold standard, yet without withdrawing 
the greenbacks or in any manner contract- 
ing the currency. A dogmatic statement 
that we are a gold standard nation may 
or May not follow. It may not be possible 
—a name may trouble some senators, 
whereas the substance will be acquiesced 
in. I myself am in favor of a formal 
declaration; but after all it is immaterial, 
and the president has always cared every- 
thing for the practical reality and but 
little for the mere title. 

Whether this proposed action, even 
under the rosy view of conditions 
taken by the comptroller, will recom- 
mend itself even to the republican 
masses remains to be seen. There 
are a great many people so firmly 
clamped by the party chain that they 
go a long distance against their con- 
sciences, but the time is occasionally 
reached when they are forced to rebel.

Case of Captain Carter. 


The Chicago Record: About 1890 Cap- 
tain Oberlin M. Carter was put in charge 
of the harbor work at Savannah, Ga., 
where extensive improvements were pro- 
jected. In 189% Carter was relieved and 
sent to London as military attache of 
the American legation. His successor at 
Savannah discovered and exposed corrupt 
practices on the part of Carter by which 
the United States government had been 
defrauded of about $2,000,000. Carter was 


recalled from London, tried by courtmar- 


tial and found guilty on every charge. 
The trial court was made up of military 
of high character. The funding 
was that Carter should be dismissed 
from the army, pay a fine of $10,000 and 
undergo a term of tmprisonment. 

‘rom the beginning occult influences 
retarding the prosecution manifested 
themselves. Anticipating the court's tind- 
ing, Carter’s counsel went direct to Pres- 
ident McKinley and jnduced him to send 
the case for review to an “outside law- 
yer,’’ an unprecedented proceeding. Ex- 
Senator Edmunds was chosen by the 
president. Mr. Edmunds reported that 
some of the papers were not properly in- 
troduced, but that without these the find- 
ings of the court were fully justified. 
From Mr. Edmunds’s hands the president 
had the papers sent to the attorney gen- 
eral, a proceeding also without precedent, 
and they are there at this time, ron- 
action being justified by the absence of 
one of Carter’s counsel in Europe. 

The case has been the most remarka- 
ble of its kind in the history of the gov- 
The extent of the frauds was 
unexampled, while their character was 
of a flagrancy never before attempted. 


| But the most extraordinary feature cf the 


whole matter is the apparent purpose of 
the president to find for Carter a loop- 
hole of escape. It is known that political 
influences far-reaching and potential in 
many states have been brought to bear on 
the president and that he did not stand 
firmly against them at the outset, as he 
should have done, until at this time the 
contention is so deep-seated that it has 
engendered a moral vendetta between the 
elements involved. In its broader aspects 
the prosecution of Carter has been an 
effort of the army and notably of the 
board of engineers to purge itself of 
Carter and Carterism. Against this has 
risen up the power of politics, with Pres- 
ident McKinley yielding to, if not actual-

A gentleman—whose name is with- 
held at his earnest request and for 
good and sufficient reason—who was 
employed by the German government 
as a document translator and maker 
of relief maps, has furnished us with 
geome very startling information re- 
garding the purchase by that govern- 
ment of French war ‘‘merchandise’’— 
as these. gecrets are _ irreverently 
termed. From credentials submitted, 
we have every reason to confide in 
the accuracy of the statements made 
and our informant is near at hand 
and can readily be called to substan- 
tiate the assertions he makes. In 
concluding these introductory remarks 
we would state that our jnformant is 
aman far above the average in intelli- 
gence and education and is-just such 
aman as would be most likely to at- 
tract the attention of those high in 
official position, and a man whose per- 
sonal magnetism and diplomacy of 
speech is calculated to win friendsnips 
and confidence.

The French spies were always on the 
alert and only through such means 
could their watchfulness be circum- 
vented.” 

“How is it,”’ I inquired, “‘that you 
come at this late date to aid in un- 
raveling a mystery and clearing an 
innocent man, and why was it that 
you left the employ of the German 
government?” 

“I left the German employ for two 
reasons: It was insisted that I should 
become a naturalized citizen of Ger- 
mary, which 1 rejected, and aroused 
prejudice against myself by the refus- 
al; and war having been declared by 
the United States against Spain, I 
wanted to come home and ehlist for 
my country, which I did, as you may 
assertion from these papers,”’ and he 
presented a full complement of cre- 
dentials proving his honorable con- 
nection and discharge from the United 
States army.

“I was born in Denver, Col., 
went abroad when quite young 
was educated on the continent, 
this fact, coupled with a natural 
in my speech, accounts for the brogue 
to which you make reference.’’

Every six months remittances 
anonymously to Baroness 
Delden through the Credit Lyon- 
naise in Paris. It is well Known at 
the German headquarters staff that 
the amounts are forwarded by Prince 
Henry Pless. The Credit Lyonnalse 
is innocent of the purpose for which 
the money is used. I mention this 
fact because the records of the bank 
will corroborate my statements. I 
am also in position to name the post- 
office in England where the money 
was paid to the agents of Germany 
employed in France. 

‘Mr. Franz used to send dolls to 
Paris to be dressed. In the body of 
these dolls important documents were 
concealed and they were then sent 
first to a village postoffice in England, 
forwarded from there to Sonneberg 
and then to Berlin. 

“T have given in brief the important 
facts bearing upon the purchase of 
French war merchandise.
